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MINUTES. 


FEBST  DAY. 

Davidson  Bitib  Ohuboh, 
Tbamsylvahu  Co.,  N.  C,  Octoher  6,  1903. 
The  Presbjtery  of  Asheville  convened  in  the  Davidson 
Kiver  Church  on  Tuesday,  October  6,  1903,  at  7 :  30  p.  m., 
and  was  opened  with  a  sermon  by  Rev.  E.  Mac.  Davig  from 
the  text  Ist  Corinthians  i,  23,  24,  after  which  tlio  Presbytery 
was  called  to  order  by  Elder  D.  M.  KiUian,  Moderator,  and 
inatituted  with  prayer  by  Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell,  D.  D. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  following  were  found  to  be 
present :  Ministers,  R.  P.  Campbell,  D.  D.,  E.  A.  Sample, 
E.  Mac.  Davis,  Frank  D.  Hunt,  R.  P.  Smith,  R.  S.  I^kridge,' 
D.  M.  Douglas,  T.  W.  DeVane,  and  C.  C.  Brown.  Bulin^ 
Elders,  J.  V.  Brown,  Asheville,  First  Church ;  D.  M.  Kil- 
lian,  Waynesville;  R.  H.  Young,  Swannanoa;  E.  W.  Blythe, 
Brevard ;  J.  E.  Mackey,  Davidson  River ;  M.  M.  Brittain' 
Mills  River;  W.  C.  Connell,  Hendersonville. 

T.  W.  DeVane  was  elected  Moderator,  and  Frank  D.  Hunt 
as  Temporary  Clerk. 

The  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  made  a  report 
which  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

"The  hours  of  the  sessions  of  Presbytery  to  be  from  9 :  30 
A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  2  p.  m.,  ad  libitum,  with  no  evening 
session.  The  doctrinal  sermon  by  Rev.  C.  C.  Brown  to  be 
preached  Wednesday  at  11  a.  m.,  to  be  followed  by  the  Sac- 
rament of  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  be  administered  by  Rev.  R. 
F.  Campbell,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  E.  A.  Sample,  assisted  by 
Ruling  Eldera  D.  M.  KilUan  W.  C.  ConneU,  M.  M.  Brittain 
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and  R.  H.  Young.  The  time  for  the  report  of  the  Home 
Missions  Committee  and  the  popular  meeting  in  behalf  of 
that  cause  to  be  the  first  order  of  the  day  on  Wednesday 
afternoon.  D.  M.  Douglas,  Chairman.** 

Presbytery  then  adjourned  with  prayer  until  9 :  30  to-mor- 
row morning. 

SECOND  DAY. 

October  7,  1903. 
Presbytery  convened  at  9 :  30  A.  M.    Devotional  exercises 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Sample. 

The  minutes  of  last  night's  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. ' 

The  Moderator  announced  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees :

The  minutes  of  the  last  r^^ar  and  intarfwiing  meetings 
were  read  and  approved. 

A  letter  from  Rev.  R.  B.  Grinnan  was  read,  and  he  WBB 
excused  from  attendance  at  this  meeting,  and  the  Stated 
Clerk  was  instructed  to  write  him  in  behalf  of  the  Presbytery, 
expressing  our  sympathy  in  his  recent  iUnaw,  and  extending 
our  congratulations  and  thankfulness  for  his  recovery. 

Rev.  S.  W.  Newell  was  exoused  for  non-fttkmdOTce  at  this 
meeting. 
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It  was  made  the  second  order  of  the  day  this  afternoon  to 
take  up  the  topic,  "Free  Conversation  on  the  State  of  ReU- 
gion." 

Rev.  T.  W.  Da  Vane,  Agent  for  the  Bible  Cause,  presented 
his  report,  which,  after  amendment,  was  adopted,  and  is  a» 
f oUows :       'V 

"  The  American  Bible  Society  fell  short  last  year  174.000. 
This  shows  thi^  the  various  denominations  are  not  doing 
their  duty  in  contributing  to  this  vital  cause.  We  should 
give  to  this  cause  UberaUy,  because,  1st.  It  is  our  work,  and 
therefore,  our  duty  to  keep  it  up.  2nd.  Because  of  the 
needed  work  it  does.  *  Whose  business  is  it  then  to  see  that 
the  Bible  goes  into  prisons,  and  hospitals,  and  almshouses; 
to  provide  the  men  of  the  army,  navy,  and  merchant  marine ; 
to  offer  to  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  immigrants,  as  they 
eroBS  our  threshold,  the  constitution  of  the  kii^dom  of  God ; 
to  put  it  into  the  hands  of  the  blind  and  of  destitute  Sun- 
day-school children ;  to  take  it  to  the  homes  of  our  colored 
brethren  in  the  South,  or  to  our  isolated  fellow  citizens  on 
the  mountains,  buried  in  the  mines,  or  out  of  sight  on  the 
distant  prairies?  All  these  claaseB,  eaeOy  overlooked,  are, 
and  must  continue  the  special  object  of  the  Bible  Society's 
care.  But  the  most  urgent  need  now  is  for  those  lands 
where  Bibles  are  as  rare  as  they  are  abundant  with  us.* 
What  is  Asheville  Pr^bytery  doing  for  this  great  Society? 
Since  October  1,  1902,  up  to  date,  only  eight  churches  in 
our  Presbytery,  out  of  the  Jwenty-three,  have  given  anything 
to  this  cause.  They  and  their  amounts  are :  Andrews,  12.19 ; 
Asheville  Isfc,  $13.00;  Bethel,  $3.16;  Brevard,  $2.00;  Cove- 
nanters, 50  cents;  Davidson  River,  $1.(K);  Jennie  Spear  Me- 
mori^,  $3.16;  Robbinsville,  $8.18.  Total,  $28.18.  Recom- 
flM&dations, 

"  Isi  That  each  church  in  the  Presbytery  be  informed  as 
to  the  work  and  needs  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  and 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  give  to  it  once  per  year. 

"  ^d.  That  a  depository  of  the  Amerunm  Bible  Society 
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be  dstablislied  at  the  county  seat  of  each  county  in  the 
Presbytery,  and  that  the  Moderator  appoint  the  pastor  and 
one  elder  of  each  church  at  each  of  these  points  a  committee 
io  establish  such  depository,  if  the  way  be  clear.

Recess  was  taken  for  five  minutes,  after  which  the  doctri- 
baI  sermon  was  preached  by  Bev.  C.  C.  Brown,  subject, 
"  Sanctification,"  text  Col.  ii.  10.  The  Presbyterial  commu- 
nion was  then  administered  according  to  appointment. 

Becess  was  then  taken  until  2  P.  M. 

Wednesday  Aftebnoon. 

Presbytery  resumed  business  at  2  p.  M. 

Rev.  Frank  D.  Hunt,  Agent  for  General  Assembly's  Home 
Missions,  made  his  report,  which  was  received  and  approved, 
And  is  as  follows : 

"  Waynesville,  N.  C,  October  2,  1903. 
•**  To  the  Presbytery  of  Asheville  : 

"  Your  agent  for  the  cause  of  General  Assembly's  Home 
Missions  would  impress  upon  the  Presbytery  the  fact  that 
the  last  Assembly  adopted  the  following,  to-wit:  'The 
Assembly's  Home  Mission  work  embraces  the  whole  church 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  weaker  Presbyteries  and  fron- 
tier districts  in  the  various  Synods,  but  more  especially  in 
the  new  territory  and  unorganized  sections  of  the  West.* 

"  In  all  that  frontier  country  wide  open  doors  invite  our 
church  to  enter.  The  material  to  work  on  is  there  in  great 
abundance,  and  the  only  thing  that  prevents  us  from  occu- 
pying the  land  is  a  lack  of  means. 

**  The  Assembly  further  recommends  *  that  the  Presbjrte- 
ries  make  persistent  efforts  to  get  every  church  in  their 
bounds  to  contribute  to  this  cause,  and  that  this  year  the 
church  should  raise  not  less  than  $65,000  for  this  work.* 
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"  What  have  we  done  as  a  Pr^bytery  ?  My  last  report 
to  you  showed  a  gratifying  increase  of  $34  over  the  preced- 
ing year,  the  total  being  $97.  I  am  grieved  to  have  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  last  year  there  was  a  falling 
off  of  $26,  the  total  being  only  $72.  We  have  not  given  one- 
fourth  of  what  the  Assembly's  committee  asks  of  us  as  a  fair 
proportion  of  the  whole  amount  to  be  raised.  There  is  one 
gratifying  fact,  viz.,  that  last  year  sixteen  churches  contri- 
buted to  this  cause  as  compared  with  eleven  the  year  before. 
I  earnestly  ask  that  the  pastors  and  sessions  will  faithfully 
give  the  people  an  opportunity  in  the  months  of  September 
and  January  to  make  offerings  for  this  cause.  This  is  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  of  both  the  Assembly  and  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  I  urge  you  all  not  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  small  amount  asked  in  the  apportionments  of  Pres- 
bytery, for  if  some  churches  do  as  some  have  done,  there 
will  be  a  failure  to  raise  the  small  sum  of  $93  suggested  in 
the  scheme  of  apportionments.  I  realize  that  ours  is  a  weak 
Pr^bytery,  and  the  demands  upon  us  for  Home  Missions  in 
our  own  bounds  are  greater  than  we  can  meet,  and  the  time 
may  come  when  we  shall  have  to  ask  assistance  from  the 
Assembly's  committee  to  help  do  our  own  work.  How  can 
we  do  so  if  we  fail  to  make  a  proper  effort  to  show  our  sym- 
pathy with  the  Assembly's  work  ?  The  last  Assembly  said, 
*The  Executive  Committee  shall  aid,  within  its  abiUty,  the 
work  in  any  Presbytery  where  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  committee  that  said  Presbytery  is  unable  to  compass 
tbs  work ;  and  in  all  cases  the  Presbytery  shall  secure  offer- 
JOlgs  for  this  cause  from  their  churches  during  the  months 
designated  for  this  purpose.'  What  are  we  going  to  do? 
Tlia  TMponsibiHty  rests  upon  each  pastor  and  session. 

"  Permit  me,  in  closing,  to  reiterate  what  I  said  in  my  last 
report :  *  If  there  is  any  Presbytery  in  the  bounds  of  the 
Asflflmbly  which  ought  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  and 
heartily  sympathize  with  this  work,  it  is  the  Presbytery  of 
Asheville,  for  we  are  stmggUng  now  to  do  the  work  in  our 
bounds  which,  if  it  had  been  faithfully  done  in  the  early 
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days  of  the  settlement  of  our  beautiful  country  by  men,  the 
majority  of  whom  were  of  Presbyterian  stock,  would  have 
held  them  and  their  descendants  for  our  beloved  church  and 
made  us,  instead  of  a  weak  mission  Presbytery,  one  of  the 
strong  Presbyteries  of  the  church.'  While  we  are  earnestly 
and  faithfuUy  working  to  meet  the  demands  and  supply  the 
needs  in  our  own  bounds,  let  us  not  fail  in  sympathy  and 
support,  by  our  prayers  and  means  to  the  extent  of  our 
ability,  to  do  our  part  in  planting  our  beloved  church  in 
those  sections  of  our  land  so  rapidly  filling  up  with  those 
who  go  out  from  Presbyterian  homes  in  the  older  States,  and 
in  making  the  Presbyterian  hosts  occupy  the  van  amongst 
our  brethren  in  the  army  of  the  Lord,  fighting  for  Christ  and 
his  church.  If  we  do  fail  now,  we  will  see,  in  time  to  come, 
the  same  sad  results  thereas  to  our  church  which  we  witness 
on  every  hand  around  us,  because  of  the  failure  of  those  who 
preceded  us  in  the  days  gone  by.  I  urge  every  pastor  to 
prepare,  by  study  of  facts  and  conditions,  and  by  pri^yer,  to 
so  present  this  cause  to  his  people  at  the  proper  time  as  to 
arouse  them  to  a  right  sease  of  its  importance,  and  to  elicit 
their  hearty  and  generous  support.

Elder  O.  P.  Orr,  of  Midway  Church,  was  enrolled. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  taken  up,  and  a  popular  meeting 
in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  was  held,  presided 
over  by  Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell,  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Home  Missions.  He  presented  no  written  report,  as  this  is 
done  at  the  Spring  meeting,  but  made  an  encouraging  state- 
ment as  to  the  progreasj  of  our  Home  Mission  work.  He 
pmented  a  recommendation  from  his  committee  asking  that 
certain  persons  be  added  to  the  committee,  and  this  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  with  instructions 
to  incorporate  it  in  their  report.  Interesting  addresses  were 
then  made  by  Revs.  R.  8.  Eskridge,  E.  Mao.  Davis,  and  R.  P, 
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Smith;  after  which  a  collection,  amounting  to  $7.28,  was 
taken  for  Etowah  Church. 

The  topic,  "Free  Conversation  on  the  State  of  Religion,' 
was  taken  up,  the  members  of  Presbytery  responding  as  the 
roll  was  called.  This  conversation  was  very  helpful  and  en- 
couraging, showing  growth  in  many  ways  in  our  work,  espe- 
cially along  financial  lines,  in  the  progress  of  the  churches 
towards  self-support. 

The  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  made  a  further 
report,  which  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

"  That  Rev.  R.  S.  Eskridge  preach  Thursday  at  11  a.  m.  ; 
that  the  popular  meeting  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  be 
held  immediately  after  recess  to-morrow  afternoon,  short 
addresses  to  be  made  by  Dr.  Campbell  and  Revs.  E.  Mac. 
Davis  and  E.  A.  Sample. 

Rev.  Frank  D.  Hunt,  one  of  the  commissioners  to  the 
General  Assembly,  made  his  report,  which  was  received  and 
approved. 

Presbytery  then  adjourned  with  prayer  until  to-morrow 
at  9:30  A.  M. 


THIRD  DAY.* 

October  8,  1908. 
Presbytery  convened  at  at  9 :  30  a.  m.,  and  after  devotional 
exercises,  conducted  by  Rev.  R.  S.  Eskridge,  proceeded  to 
business. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

A  letter  from  J.  D.  Murphy,  trustee  of  Presbytery,  was 
reoeived  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 

A  communication  from  Messrs.  Whittet  &  Shepperson,  of 
Richmond,  Ya.,  offering  to  print  the  minutes  of  Preebytery 
"for  eighty-three  cents  per  pi^  for  the  first  sixteen  pages, 
and  seventy -seven  cents  per  page  for  each  additional  page. 
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compl0te  with  cover,  addressed  and  mailed,  charging,  in 
addition,  only  the  amount  necessary  to  forward  by  mail  or 
express,"  was  read  by  the  Stated  Clerk,  and  it  was  ordered 
that  he  have  the  minutes  printed  directly  after  each  regular 
meeting,  and  that  he  be  allowed  to  file  an  attested  printed 
copy  in  lieu  of  writing  the  minutes  in  a  record  boot. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Sample,  agent  for  Colored  Evangelistio  Work, 
made  his  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted,  and  is  a» 
follows : 
*'  To  the  Presbytery  of  Asheville,  in  Session  at  Davidson 

River,  October  6,  1903  : 

"Your  agent,  in  making  his  annual  report  on  Colored 
Evangelization,  finds  nothing  of  special  importance  to  report 
at  this  time.  However,  there  are  one  or  two  things  I  will 
notice.  First,  I  am  glad  to  see  in  a  late  paper  an  article 
from  Rev.  J.  S.  Morrow,  who  has  lately  taken  charge  of  the 
school  and  church  at  North  Wilkesboro,  N.  C,  and  as  he  is 
a  man  that  has  labored  in  our  bounds  and  is  worthy  of  our 
confidence  and  support,  it  would  be  well  for  any  of  our 
churches  who  could  to  contribute  to  this  cause.  Second,  I 
find,  from  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly,  that  last 
year,  out  of  the  twenty-three  churches  in  our  Presbytery, 
only  thirteen  contributed  to  this  cause,  leaving  ten  giving 
nothing.  At  this  rate,  we  will  make  but  little  progress  in 
educating  and  christianizing  the  colored  race.  Third,  I  note 
with  regret  the  failing  health  and  resignation  of  Rev.  D.  Clay 
Lilly,  our  efficient  and  self-sacrificing  superintendent  of  this 
cause. 

*   "  While  I  oflfer  no  recommendations,  I  would  urge  upon 
our  pastors  and  sessions  to  enlighten  our  people  on  this  sub- 
ject and  give  them  an  opportunity  to  contribute  to  this  cause.

Rev.  E.  Mac.  Davis,  chairman  of  Education,  made  a  ver- 
bal report  that  our  candidates  are  pursuing  their  studies. 
This  was  received  and  approved. 
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The  following  amendment  to  the  Manual  was  adopted : 
"'Amend  Sec.  5,  Par.  63,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words 
^annual  reports,'  and  after  the  words  *who  shall'  insert 
*  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years.' 

Revs.  Frank  D.  Hunt  and  R.  P.  Smith  and  Elder  J.  D. 
Murphy  were  appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  Manual 
and  report  at  the  next  Spring  meeting. 

Brevard  was  selected  as  the  place  and  Tuesday,  the  19th 
day  of  April,  1904,  at  8  p.  m.,  as  the  time  for  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting. 

The  Committees  on  Bills  and  Overtures  and  Auditing  re- 
ported that  no  business  had  come  into  their  hands,  and  they 
were  discharged. 

Elder  E.  W.  Blythe,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of 
the  General  Assembly,  made  a  report,  calling  attention  to 
certain  deliverances  of  the  Assembly,  and  urging  a  hearty 
compliance  on  the  part  of  Presbytery  and  our  people  with 
these  deliverances,  which  report  was  received  and  approved. 

The  Permanent  Committees  on  Publication,  and  Sabbath- 
Schools,  and  Young  Peoples'  Societies  were  consolidated  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  of  the  Assembly's  committee,  and 
the  following  were  appointed  as  the  new  committee,  viz. : 
R.  P.  Smith,  R.  B.  Grinnan,  R.  S.  Eskridge,  Claybrook 
James,  and  Hugh  Brown. 

The  hour  for  public  worship  having  arrived,  a  sermon  was 
preached  by  Rev.  R.  8.  Eskridge  from  the  text  Genesis 
xii.  1.,  after  which  recess  was  taken  until  2  P.  M. 

Thursday  Afternoon. 

Presbytery  resumed  business  at  2  P.  M. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  made  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  received  and  adopted : 

"  Trustees  of  Presbytery—^.  D.  Murphy,  T.  S.  Morrison, 
and  CSaybrook  James. 
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^^  Added  to  the  Home  Missions  Committee. — Bev.  R.  B, 
Grinnan,  G.  W.  Maslin,  and  Clajbrook  James. 

"  Trustee  of  Davidson  College  for  Two  Years. — Rev. 
R.  P.  Smith." 

Rev.  D.  M.  Douglas,  trustee  of  Davidson  College,  made  a 
verbal  report,  which  was  very  encouraging  as  to  the  work 
and  progress  of  the  College.  This  report  was  received  as 
information,  and  the  diligence  of  the  Trustee  was  com- 
mended. 

Bev.  R.  B.  Grinnan,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  to  preach  the 
doctrinal  sermon  at  the  next  Spring  meeting,  with  Rev.  R.  F. 
Campbell,  D.  D.,  as  alternate.  Subject :  "The  Lord's  Sup- 
per— the  elements  to  be  used  and  the  spiritual  significance 
of  the  feast." 

Rev.  E.  Mac.  Davis  resigned  as  chairman  of  Education, 
and  Rev.  R.  B.  Grinnan,  D.  D.,  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 


The  order  of  the  day  was  ti^en  up,  and  the  popular  meet- 
ing in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  Foreign  Misdons  was  presided 
over  by  Rev.  D.  M.  Douglas,  chairman  of  this  cause,  who- 
conducted  the  exercises  and  made  an  earnest  plea  in  its  be- 
half; after  which  interesting  and  helpful  addresses  were 
made  by  Revs.  E.  Mac.  Davis,  E.  A.  Sample,  and  R.  F. 
Campbell,  D.  D. 

Bev.  Frank  D.  Hunt  then  read  a  personal  letter  just  re- 
ceived from  Miss  E.  V.  Lee,  our  missionary  to  Mexico,  giv- 
ing a  touching  and  tender  presentation  of  the  trying  condi- 
tions prevailing  there  because  of  the  yellow  fever  in  Mexico. 
Presbytery  united  in  special  prayer  led  by  Dr.  Campbell 
behalf  of  Miss  Lee  and  other  missionaries  in  Me] 


The  usual  reports  to  Synod  were  made  out 
to  be  forwarded. 

Rev.  D.  M.  Douglas  and  E.  W.  Blythe  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  for  the  next  meeting. 
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Rev.  R.  S.  Eskridge,  principal,  and  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith, 
alternate,  were  appointed  to  remain  over  Sabbath  and  preach 
at  the  next  Spring  meeting  at  Brevard. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

"  The  Presbytery  of  Asheville  hereby  expresses  its  hearty 
thanks  to  the  Davidson  River  congregation  and  community, 
and  also  the  Transylvania  railroad,  for  the  kind  and  gen- 
erous hospitality  and  courtesy  extended  us  during  this  meet- 
ing." 

The  following  report  was  received  and  approved : 

**  The  Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence  would  report  that 
it  has  excused  the  following :  Elders  J.  T  Osborne  cmd 
M.  M.  Brittain  after  the  afternoon  session  Wednesday ;  Rev. 
R.  S.  Eskridge  and  Elder  R.  H.  Young  after  Thursday  morn- 
ing session.

The  Stated  Clerk  and  Moderator  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  write  all  the  churches  not  reprinted  at  this  meet- 
ing and  call  their  attention  to  the  importance  of  a  repr^^n- 
tative  of  each  church  in  the  Pr^bytery  at  all  regular  meet- 
ings, and  urging  them  to  send  men  who  will  remain  until  the 
close  of  Presbjrtery  unless  providentiaUy  called  away. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved  as  a  whole. 

Presbytery  then,  after  devotional  exercises^  adjourned  to 
meet  with  the  Brevard  Church  on  Tuesday,  the  19th  day  of 
April,  1904,  at  8  o'clock  P.  M.

Commissioners  may  be  borne  by  the  General  Assembly  or 
the  Presbyteries.  ' 

Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Presbyterian  form  of  government  is  repre- 
sentative in  its  character,  and  whereas'  it  is  of  importance 
both  to  the  efficient  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Pres- 
bytery and  to  the  fellowship  of  the  churches  in  the  privileges 
and  responsibilities  of  Christ's  Service;  that  every  church 
should  take  its  due  part  in  the  work  and  deliberations  of  the 
couTt,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Pr*»sbytery  of  Asheville  solemnly 
,  urge  upon  the  sessions  of  all  its  churches  the  duty  and  priv- 
ilege of  sending  Ruling  Elders  to  represent  them  at  the  stated 
meetings  of  the  Presbytery  and  that  sessions  be  charged  not  to 
allow  the  churches  to  be  unrepresented  at  any  stated  meeting 
unless  the  possibility  of  representation  be  clearly  precluded 
by  Providential  circumstances. 

This  paper  was  adopted  and  the  Stated  Clerk  was  in- 
structed to  have  the  resolution  printed  on  postal  cards  which 
shall  be  mailed  to  the  pastor  and  clerk  of  sessions  of  each 
church  at  least  one  month  previous  to  each  stated  meeting 
of  Presbytery. 

The  Doctrinal  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Dr.  Grinnan 
from  the  text.  Matt.  26:16-28.  Subject,  "The  Lord's  Sup- 
per— the  elements  to  be  used  and  the  Spiritual  significance 
of  the  feast."

Moore  of  the  M.  E.  Church  South  were  invited  to  sit  as  visit- 
ing brethren  and  introduced  to  the  Presbytery. 

The  committee  on  Ministrt-ial  Relief  reported,  recom- 
mending  that  the  Central  Committee,  for  this  cause,  be 
asked  for  |25  to  assist  in  the  funeral  expenses  of  Mrs.  T.  D, 
Towles.

Hendersonville  was  chosen  as  the  place  and  October  11th 
at  8  p.m.,  as  the  time  forthenext  regular  meeting  of  Presby- 
tery.

Rev.  R.  F.  Campbell,  D.D.,  Chairman,  made  a  report  on 
Home  Missions  which  wat!  received  and  recommendation 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

*'  Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  view  of  the 
removal  of  an  unusual  number  of  our  ministers  during  the 
last  few  months  and  the  consequent  vacancy  of  so  many 
churches  we  shall  not  attempt  to  go  into  details  of  the  work 
in  the  several  mission  fields,  but  shall  confine  our  attention^ ^ 
to  a  few  salient  points  that  characterize  the  worcfas  a  whole. 
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1 .  We  note  as  worthy  of  commendation  the  increased 
liberality  of  the  churches  in  their  contributions  to  Home 
Missions  and  indeed  to  all  the  benevolent  causes,  in  many 
cawi  exceeding  the  apportionments  made  by  Presbytery. 

2.  We  would  call  attention  to  the  creation  of  a  promis- 
ing new  mission  field  at  Canton  and  Leicester  which  has 
been  grouped  with  Bethel  church.  This  field  has  called  Rev. 
J.  C.  Hardin  of  Tennessee,  who  haa  signified  his  purpose  to 
accept  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Presbytery. 

8.  We  note  with  special  gratification  that  during  the 
past  year  that  the  Brevard  and  Davidson  River  field  has 
reached  the  point  of  self-support;  tliat  Waynesville  haa 
provided  for  the  employment  of  a  pastor  for  his  whole  time 
at  an  increased  salary;  that  Swannanoa  church  hasassumed 
$250  of  the  appropriation  heretofore  made  by  the  Presby- 
tery for  the  support  of  its  puaLui  and  that  several  other 
mission  churches  have  taken  steps  in  the  same  direction. 
Your  committee  would  recommend  : 

1.  That  Presbytery  instruct  pastors  and  sessions  to  s«e 
to  it  that  the  cause  of  Presbyterial  Home  Missions  be  pre- 
sented from  every  pulpit  and  that  collection  fur  this  cause 
be  taken  in  every  church, 

2,  That  the  churches  rect'iving  aid  be  urged  to  advance 
as  rapidly  as  possible  towards  self  support  that  the  Home 
Mission  fuuds  may  be  available  for  the  occupation  of  the 
new  fields  into  which  we  havw  been  invited. 

8.  That  the  Home  Missions  Committee  be  empowered  to 
readjust  the  appropriations  of  aid  to  the  mission  fields  from 
time  to  time  as  may  seem  wisest  to  them  under  ail  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

4.  That  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  be  re-elected  Geoeral  Evange- 
list of  the  Presbytery  for  another  year. 

Presbytery  adjourned  with  prayer  until  to-morrow  9  a.m.

Predbyt<*ry  met  and  du^otional  exercises  conducted  by 
Elder  W.  0.  Counell.   ^^Zi^A^' 

The  Minutes  of  l!l^  sessioi^retid  and  approved. 

Rev.  R.  F.  Cau)pL>eil,  D.D,,  was  appointed  to  preach  the 
Doctrinnl  Sermon  nt  the  Fail  meeting  on  the  ''Scriptural 
Warr«nt  for  Infunt  Baptism." 

Rbv.  R.  p.  Smith  reported  that  thro'  the  kindness  of 
interested  friends  under  peculiar  providential  circumstances 
a  smaU  orphanage  had  been  istablislied  at  Crab  Tree.  He 
further  asked  Presbytery  to  assume  control  of  the  institu- 
tion. After  much  debate  the  Presbytery  agreed  to  adopt 
the  orphanage  and  put  it  under  the  control  of  the  Home 
Mission  Committe. 

Recess  until  8  p.m- 

Presbytery  reassembled  at    B  p.m.  and  resumed  business. 

Committee  on  Education  for  the  ministry  made  the 
following  report  which  was  received  and    appn^ved. 

"So  far  as  has  been  reported  to  the  committee  we  have 
two  students  wifo  are  under  the  earn  uf  this  Presboterv. 
One,  Mr.  W.  P.  Chedest^r,  is  a  student  at  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary.  A  most  excellent  report  is  made  in  regard 
to  his  standing.  The  other,  Mr.  T.  W.  \Vilkes  is  a  student 
at  Davidson  College  and  is  reported  by  our  Evangelist  as 
doing  well.  He  received  $90  from  the  committee  on  Minis- 
terial Education. 

"Fifteen  of  the  churches  gftve  #72.59  to  Ministerial  Edu- 
cation. *

approved. 

The  following  paper  was  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  S.  L. 
Morris,  9ejw»t«ry,  of  Assembly's  Home  Missions. 

1.  Would  your  Presbytery  favor  asking  the  General 
Assembly  to  moke  a  call  for  a  larger  amount  for  Home 
Mission  work  ? 

2.  Would  you  be  willing  to  undertake  a  larger  amount 
as  a  Presbytery  in  that  ?rt8e? 

8.     Do  vou  feel  the  need  of  our  nssistunce   in    reaching

the  dnstitution  within  your  bouiids,  beyond  your  present 
ability.? 

4.  Will  your  Presbytery  in  8|>ecial  conference  take  into 
consideration  the  great  needs  ot  Home  Missions  in  the 
bounds  of  our  beloved  church  ?  - 

All  the  al>ove  questions  were  answered  in  the  affirmative 
and  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  was  instructed  to  so  inform  Dr. 
Morris. 

The  committee  on  Publication  Sabbath  Schools  and 
Young  People's  Societies  made  the  following. report : 

1.  The  Aseembly's  committee  of  Publication  requested 
our  Presbytery  to  contribute  |68  to  this  cause.  We  have 
given  168.64,  yet  ten  of  our  churches  gave  nothing.  Dur- 
ing the  year  we  have  asked  our  committee  at  Richmond  to 
make  small  donations  of  literature  for  five  of  our  mission 
sabbath  schools.     The  requests  were  pruiuptiy  granted. 

2.*  Eighteen  Sabbath  Schools  have  sent  in  reports;  from 
thete  we  get  the  following  information:  Total  oflBcors  and 
teachers  189;  teholara  1410;  Scholars  admitted  to  the  com- 
munion 25;  current  expenses  ^12;  Foreign  Missions  $86; 
Home  Missions  $60;  Sunday  School  missions  of  General 
Assembly  $26;  Other  causes  $190;  Total  $078  We  note 
with  pleasure  that  all  the  schools  are  under  the  control  of 
the  sessions  that  most  of  the  members  of  the  sessions  attend 
the  Sabbath  school  exercises:  and  that  the  children  of  the 
church  for  the  most  part  attend  the  preaching  services.      It 
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i8  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  Scriptures  and  the  Catechisms 
are  memorized  in  our  schools. 

8.  The  reports  show  that  there  are  eleven  Young  Peoples' 
Societies  within  our  bounds,  with  a  total  membership  of  218. 
Nearly  all  of  them  are  missionary  in  object  and  are  under 
the  control  of  their  respective  church  sessions.  During  the 
year  they  contributed  for  all  causes  $261. 

Whil*-  our  Sabbath  Schools  and  Young  Peoples'  Societies 
are  under  the  control  of  our  Sessions,  it  is  a  regretable  fact 
that  our  Ruling  Elders  do  not  giv^  these  institutions  as  much 
support  and  encouragement  as  they  deserve. 

1.  We  recommend  that  a  Sabbath  School  Institute  be 
held  in  connection  with  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Presbytery; 
and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  programme 
for  the  same. 

The  report  was  received,  recommendation  adopted  and 
the  matter  pertaining  to  the  Sabbath  School  Institute 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  permanent  committee  on  Sabbath 
ScboeU. 

Rev.  Dr.  R.  F.  Campbell  made  the  following  report  which 
was  received  and  approved  : 

**The  Presbytery  having  assigned  to  the  Home  Missions 
Committee  the  duty  of  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  Presby- 
terial  Treasurer,  this  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  have  been  carefully  audited  every 
month  and  that  these  accounts  have  been  found  to  be  ac- 
curate.*' 

The  Auditing  Committee  appointed  by  Presbytery  re- 
ported as  follows  : 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Auditing  Committee  of  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  hae  examined  the  Treasurers' 
books  and  found  them  correct,  we  would  recommend  that 
their  report  be  accepted  as  satisfactory." 

R.  B.  Grinnan,  Chairman, 
Report  received  and  approved. 
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Report  on  Systematic  Benevolence  was  made,  adopted, 
and  ordered  forwarded  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Committee  on  minutes  of  Synod  made  report  which  was 
received  and  approved. 

The  committee  on  nominations  made  a  partial  report, 
recommending  that  Rev.  R.  S.  Eskridge  be  elected  as  Trustee 
of  Davidson  College  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Rev. 
D.  M.  Douglas,  defering  the  remainder  thareof  until  the  ad- 
journed meeting  to  be  held  in  Asheville  7th  of  June.  Re- 
port received  and  the  recommendation  adopted. 

Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence  reported  that  nothing 
had  come  before  them  requiring  action.  Report  received  and 
approved. 

Recess  until  8  pm. 

Evening  Session. 

The  Presbytery  met  at  8  p.m.,  the  hour  for  the  report  of 
Foreign  Mission  and  popular  meeting  in  the  interest  of  same. 

In  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  was 
appointed  to  preside.  After  a  verbal  report,  which  showed 
an  increase  in  contributions  for  this  cause  oyer  last  year. 
Rev.  R.  B.  Grinnan  gave  a  very  instructive  and  edifying  ad- 
dress on  the  Religious  Conditions  of  Japan.  After  which 
Presbytery  engaged  in  a  memorial  service  m  memory  of 
Rev.  S.  W.  Newell.  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  by  request,  read  the 
following  which  was  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes: 


REV.    SAWUEL    WASHINGTON    NEWELL. 

8.  W.  Newell  was  born  August  25,  1846,  in  Cabarrus 
county,  N.  C.  Soon  after  his  birth  his  parents  removed  to 
Mississippi  where  his  boyhood  was  spent  farming  and  attend- 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  neighborhood.  In  1862  he  en- 
tered the  Confederate  army  and  served  through  the  Civil  war. 
Emerging  from  that  tearful  struggle  he  found  himself  pen- 
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iiiless.     NotwithBti»nding  the  diacouraginx  conditions,  he  re- 
solved to  equip  himself  for  a  useful  life.     He    studied  in  the 
country  schools  and  under  Rev.  F.  Patton,  D  D.,   till   1870. 
whon  he  entered  the  University  of  Mississippi,  completed  the 
full  course  and  was  graduated  in  June,  1874.     In  the  fall  of 
that  year  he  entered  th«  Theological  Beminary  at  Columbia. 
S.  C.     To  meet  expenses  he  taght  some  classes  in  one  of  the 
city  schools  and  served  churches  during  his  vacations.     After 
completing  the  theological  course,  he  was  licensed  by  Chick- 
Maw  Presbytery.     Having  accepted  a  call  from  the  Euharlee 
Church  in  Georgia,  he  became  pastor    there    in    September, 
1877,  and  served  that  congregation  most  acceptably  for  six 
years.     lu  1888  he  accepted  a  call  from  the  Denmark  Church 
in  Tennessee.     There  his  health  became  somewhat  impaired, 
so  his  physical  strength  was  not  equal   to  the  requirements 
of  the  field,  but   he   remained   at  that  post,  giving  faithful 
service  till  1891,  when  he  accepted    calls    from    Amity    and 
Newell  churches,  near  Charlotte,  N.  0.     For  nine  years  as  a 
gentle  shepherd  he  led  those  flocks     Then  came   an    urgent 
call  from  Ashevilie  Presbytery  to  work  in  the  mountains  of 
Western  North  Carolina,     In  1900  he  removed  to  Palm,  in 
Haywood  county  and  took  up  the  arduous  labors  of  a  Home 
Missionary.     He  served  us  principal  of  u    parochial   school, 
preached  at  five  mission  points,  visited  from  house  to  house 
instructing  and  comforting  th*^  people.     He   endured    many 
hardships,  but  was  uever  heard  to  complain. 

Mr.  NewelPs  earthly  labors  were  closed  February  0,  1904, 
after  a  brief  illness.  The  tna  wua  perfect  peace,  being  fully 
resigned  to  God's  will.  His  l^t  words  were :  '*  Yea,  though 
1  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear 
no  evil."  The  fune^l  services  were  held  in  the  Snyder  Me- 
morial building.     The  people  came  from  the  c#ve8  and  frojn 

the  sides  of  the  mountains  for  miles  and  miles  around  to 
show  their  love  and  esteem  for  the  memory  of  the  deceased. 
The  body  was  carried  by  loving  hands  and  gently  placed  in 
the  grave  near  that  of  his  beloved  daughter,  who  was  buried 
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there  something  over  a  year  ago.  At  this  season  of  the  year 
the  mountain  friends  did  not  have  any  flowers  for  the  casket, 
but  they  wtitered  the  grave  with  their  tears..  After  the  grave 
was  closed  and  the  family  had  gone,  numbers  of  people  stood 
there  and  wept,  loth  to  leave  the  friend  who  had  done  so 
much  for  them.  All  classes  and  conditio;is  of  people  loved 
him.  His  gentle,  godly  life  drew  even  the  hardest  of  hearts 
t-o  him,  and  thus  won  many  for  Christ.  Truly  it  may  be 
said  of  him:  ''He  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  of  faith."  Our  brcther  was  a  faithful  preacher 
of  The  Word,  giving  each  his  portion  in  due  season.  It  does 
not  tall  to  the  lot  of  many  to  possess  the  rare  gifts  which  he 
had  for  pastoral  work,  and  well  did  he  use  them  for  the  glory 

of  God. 

Mr.  Ne^ivell  was  married  to  Miss  M.  S.  Kimmons,of  Hope- 
well, Miss.,  Sept.  4,  1877.  This  proved  to  be  a  most  happy 
union.  Mrs.  Newell  entered  with  full  sympathy  into  her 
husband's  work,  giving  it,  in  her  sphere,  her  best  strength 
and  talents.  Thev  succeeded  m  making  theirs  a  model  Chris- 
tian home.  Three  children  are  still  living,  two  sons  and  a 
daughter.  To  these  and  the  dnvoted  wife  in  their  sorrow 
we  extend  our  sympathy. 


The  Stated  Clerk  was  directed  to  write  to  Mrs.  Newell 
expressing  our  deepest  sympathy  for  the  family  in  this  hour 
of  sore  trial.

«  ^  I.  The  time,  place,  names  of  members  present  and  of  the 
moderator  should  bt  recorded. 

2.  Things  done  are  to  be  recorded ;  but  things  moved  and 
rejected,  such  as  reports  and  statements  made  but  not  acted 
on  by  the  Session,  are  not  proper  matter  for  record. 

3.  Baptisms,  Ccwigregational  and  Protracted  meetings  are 
not  things  done  by  Session  and  ought  not  to  be  records!  as 
acts  of  Session ;  but  all  such  historical  matters  should  be  re- 
corded  by  the  clerk  in  appendix.  The  register  should  show 
how  and  when  members  are  received,  birth  of  children,  date  of 
baptism  and  names  of  parents. 

4.  All  reports  to  Presbytery  adopted  by  Session  ought  to 
be  recorded  as  proceedings  of  the  Session ;  the  election  of 
representatives  to  Presbytery  and  Synod,  and  their  being  called 
on  to  report  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  should  be  recorded  ;  and 
the  minutes  should  show  that  they  have  been  approved  by  the 
Session  before  they  are  ^nt  up  to  the  Presbytery. 

5.  Orders  for  Congregational  meetings  and  things  done  at

Presbj-tery  was  opened  with  prayer  by  W.  C.  Connell. 

Committee  on  Organization  at  Leicester  reported,  recom- 
mending that  the  church  be  not  yet  organized.  The  report 
was  adopted  and  the  committee  continued. 

Presb>iery  recommended  that  Rev.  R.  S.  Eskridge  go  to 
Highlands  between  June  15th  and  Augxist  15th,  and  hold 
protracted  meetings,  with  the  view  of  organizing,  if  possible, 
either  at  Highlands  or  Short  Off. 

Afternoon — Third  Day. 

Predbytery  was  opened  with  prayer. 

Tlie  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures  r«»mmended  the 
following  overturc^  U>  the  General  Assembly,  which  was 
adopted : 

"The  Presbytery  of  AsheviUe  overtures  the  General  Asaem- 
blv  to  meet  in  Fort  Worth  as  follows: 

"■•^l  The  Executive  C^onmiittees  shall  consist  of  twelve  mem- 
bers each,  exclusive  of  tlie  secretary  of  secretaries,  divided 
int^  three  classes  of  four  members  each,  and  that  one  of  these 
classes  sliall  be  elec4)ed  each  year  to  .erve  for  a  i>eriod  ot 
thr^  vears,  and  shall  be  eligible  tx>  re-election  at  the  pleasure 

of  tl>e  Assembly.  . 

"2.   That  the  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  t^e  committee, 
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but  elected  by  the  committee  itself  from  the  whole  body  of 
the  churdi ;   and 

*^3.  That  9eve»  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business." 

The  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence  made  report, 
whidi  was  adopted  and  ordered  sent  to  the  General  Assembly, 
and  is  as  follows : 

"Sixteen  churches  contributed  $954  to  Foreign  Missions; 
sixteen  churches  contributed  $82  to  General  Assembly  Home 
Mifleions;  nineteen  churches  gave  $3,048  to  Local  Home 
Missions ;  ten  churches  gave  $68  to  Colored  Evangelization ; 
thirteen  churches  gave  $76  to  Ministerial  Relief;  twelve 
churches  gave  $241  to  Education ;  thirteen  churches  gave  $81 
to  Publication ;   ten  churches  gave  $46  to  the  Bible  Cause. 

"Six  congregations  gave  to  the  eight  objects  of  Systematic 
Beneficence;  three  congregations  gave  to  the  seven  objects  of 
Systematic  Beneficence;  one  congregation  gave  to  the  six 
objects  of  Systematic  Beneficence;  four  congregations  gave 
to  the  five  objects  of  Systematic  Beneficence ;  three  congrega- 
tions gave  to  the  three  objects  of  Systematic  Beneficence; 
one  congregation  gave  to  the  two  objects  of  Systematic  Benefi- 
cence ;  two  congregations  gave  to  tlie  one  object  of  Systematic 
Beneficence;   three  congregations  gave  to  none." 

The  Committee  on  Narrative  made  report,  which  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

"(1)  Attendance  upon  the  sanctuary  by  members  and 
others. — Nine  say  good  ;   nine,  fair. 

"(2)  Observance  of  family  \vorship. — Two  say  good; 
twelve,  fair ;   two,  not  observed. 

"(3)  Observance  of  the  Tx)rd-s  day  by  members. — Nine, 
good  ;   four,  not  good. 

"(4)  Training  of  children  and  youth  in  the  home  and 
Sabbatli-9chool  in  the  Scriptures  and  Catediisms  of  the 
church. — Fifteen  »ay  good  in  one  or  both;  one,  fair;  four, 
not  good. 

"(5)  Fidelity  of  Gk>d^s  people  in  worshipping  God  with 
their  substance. — Eight  say  good;  four,  fair;  four,  not 
good. 
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Presbytery  of  Asheville. 

"(6)  Have  your  churches  paid  their  ministers  fully  and 
promptly  the  amount  promised  them. — Nine  say  fully  and 
promptly ;  one,  fully  but  not  promptly ;  three  say  no. 

"(7)  Special  evidences  of  spiritual  life  and  growth  and 
activity  in  the  churches. — Four  say  yes;  four  say  some; 
eleven  say  none. 

"(8)  Does  worldly  conformity  prevail  among  members? — 
Three  say  no;   ten  say  not  to  large  extent;   three  say  yes. 

"(9)  Evangelistic  work  out.side  of  dmrches. — Six  say  yes; 
ten  say  none.  - 

"(10)  Supply  of  your  churches  with  ministration  of  the 
Word. — All  have  regular  preaching  except  four." 

A  call  from  the  Wa\Tiesville  Church  for  the  pastoral  ser- 
vices of  Rev.  C.  A.  Campbell  was  approved  and  placed  into 
his  hands. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Sessional  Records  wa^  made  and 
approved. 

Presb;stery  ordered  that  the  Stated  Clerk  supply  the  several 
sessions  with  rules  for  the  proper  keeping  of  the  sessional 
records. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  E.  A.  Sample,  Rev.  R.  P. 
Smitli,  W.  C.  Cornell  and  I.  J.  Brown,  were  appointed  to 
re-assees  the  churches  of  Presbytery. 

Presbytery  appointed  the  following  committee  to  install 
Rev.  C.  A.  Campbell  at  Waynesville,  May  31,  1005:  Dr. 
R.  B.  Grinnan  te  preside,  preach  the  sermon  and  propound 
tlie  constitutional  questions ;  I^v.  R.  P.  Smith  to  charge  tbe 
people;  Rev.  R.  S.  Eskridge  to  charge  the  pastor;  Rev.  C. 
Conner  Brown,  alternate. 

The  Conmiittee  on  Nominations  made  the  following  report, 

which  was  adopted : 

"We  recommend  that  Rev.  C.  A.  Campbell  be  appointed  to 
preadi  the  sermon  prior  to  the  communion  service  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  Presbytery  ;  that  his  theme  be  tbe  trammg 
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of  cliildren   as  directed  in  God's  holy  Word;    Rev.   A.  N. 
Perryman  be  ap{x>inted  alternate." 

The  Auditing  Committee  made  report,  which  was  adopted, 
and  is  as  follows: 

*'We  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  book,  and  find  it  very 
neatly  kept,  but  no  vouchers  have  been  furnished  us  by  the 
Treasurer  or  Home  Missions  Committee  on  which  to  base  a 
report.     We  therefore  submit  the  follow  recommendations : 

*^1.  That  the  Treasurer  use  a  carbon  book  system  for  re- 
ceipting the  various  amounts  received,  thus  enabling  the 
Auditing  Committee  to  thoroughly  check  up  the  receipts. 

"2.  That  the  Treasurer  make  a  carbon  copy  of  all  the 
vouchers  on  whidi  payments  are  made.  No  pa;yinent  should 
be  made  without  a  voucher. 

"3.  That  when  the  Home  Missions  Committee  examines 
tlie  accoimts  it  should  certify  to  the  correction  of  the  same 
when  examined,  thus  making  it  unnecessary  for  the  Pre«*by- 
tery  to  go  over  tlie  same  items." 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  General  Assembly's 

Home  Missions. 

"The  Home  Mission  work  of  our  General  Assembly's  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  embraces  several  features.  The  committee 
aids  weak  congregations  in  erecting  church^  at  salient  points 
where  they  \\N^uld  otherwise  be  lacking.  It  aids  weak  Pres- 
byteries in  maintaining  pastors  and  supplies  in  congregations 
•and  gi'oups  which  would  otherwise  be  left  vacant,  and  in 
keeping  evangelists  in  fields  which  would  otherwise  be  neg- 
lected. Some  of  the  work  is  practically  of  a  Foreign  Mission 
nature,  notably  that  among  the  red  men  of  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory and  that  among  the  Mexicans  in  Texas. 

''The  most  of  the  work  is  in  frontier  sections.  Formerly 
it  was  confined  to  the  weaker  Synods  of  Florida,  Arkansas 
and  Texas,  but  has  recently  been  enlarged  so  as  to  reach  any 
Presbytery  whose  needs  and  opportunities  seem  to  justify  the 
work  there.  Our  own  Presbytery  is  receiving  through  this 
committee  the  sum  of  $500  for  educational  work,  which  is 
an<)tlier  imi><)rtant  feature  of  tlie  committee's  efforts. 

"The  last  Assembly  aske<l  for  $100,000  to  relievo  the  desti- 
tutions   of    tliese    frontier    Synods    and    Presbyteries.      Dr. 
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Presbytery  of  Asheville. 


Morris  writes  that  half  of  this  amount  has  been  raised,  though- 
this  has  been  the  best  year  of  the  work. 

"We  know  tiiat  our  own  Presbytery  is  weak  and  has  great 
needs  at  home,  and  yet  our  contributions  for  this  cause,  which 
means  so  much  to  the  future  existence  of  our  church,  are  mere 
trifles.  The  reports  for  the  year  just  closed  show  that  our 
collections  for  this  cause  have  aggregated  about  $80,  a  gain  of 
$6  over  the  previous  year.  Only  fifteen  churches  contributed, 
viz.:  Asheville,  Swannanoa,  Hendersonville,  Mills  River, 
Brevard,  Jennie  Spear  Memorial,  Covenanters,  Dillsboro, 
Robbinsville,  Davidson  River,  Waynesville,  Morrison,  Bethel, 
Oak  Forest  and  Bryson  City.  The  other  churches  report  no 
contribution  for  this  cause  in  two  years. 

*'We  recommend  that  every  church  l>e  urged  to  give  at  least 
one  collection  a  year  to  this  cause,  and  that  all  be  urged  to 
remember  that  this  work  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  pros- 
perity and  the  very  life  of  our  church  on  the  frontier." 

Report  of  Committee  on  I^eave  of  Absence  made  report  as 
follows,  which  was  adopted : 


"Rev.  C.  C.  Brown  and  Elder  M.  M.  Brittain  were  ex- 
cused from  further  attendance." 

Elder  J.  R.  Hill,  of  Hendersonville  Church,  with  Rev. 
V.  H.  Starbuck  as  alternate,  were  nominated  for  Moderator 
for  the  next  Presbyterv\ 

The  matter  of  completing  the  church  at  Rosman  was  re- 
ferred to  tlie  Home  Missions  Committee. 

Evening  Session. 

The  session  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  and 
opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  C.  A.  Campbell.  The  hour  for 
popular  meeting  in  behalf  of  Home  Missions  having  arrived, 
the  same  was  entered  into  by  Presbytery.  In  the  absence 
of  the  chairman,  Rev.  R.  P.  Smith  presided  and  read  the 
report,  after  which  Rev.  C.  C.  Brown  and  Rev.  J.  C  Hardin 
made  addresses  before  the  Presbytery.  Several  short  ad- 
dreaees  followed.  Presbytery  adjourned  with  prayer  to  meet 
the  following  day.

S}^tematic  Beneficence  report  was  read  and  approved,  and 
is  as  follows:

August, Presbyterial  Home  Missions. 

September,    Orphanage. 

October,    Foreign  Missions. 

November, Bible  Cause. 

December,    Colored  Evangelization. 

Presbytery  appointed  Septemiber  11th,  at  7:  30  p.  m.,  for 
the  time  of  next  regular  meeting. 

Report  of  Committee  to  Re-assess  the  Churches  (see  Api)en- 
dix)  was  adopted. 

Presbytery  ordered  that  tlie  ciiurches  be  called  upon  by 
the  Stated  Clerk  to  make  a  special  call  ujwn  the  churches  for 
a  collection  to  cancel  the  existing  debts  against  tiie  Presbytery 
for  Presbyterial  expenses,  and  that  all  collections  over  and 
above  the  amount  needed  for  this  purpose  to  go  into  the  gen- 
eral presbyterial  fund. 

The  report  on  statistics  was  made  and  approved. 
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Presbytery  of  Ashkville. 

Presbytery  decided  to  hold  Sabbatli-school  institute  at  its 
next  regular  meeting,  and  that  its  present  committee  of  ar- 
rangements be  continued. 

Reports  on  Young  People's  Societies,  Women's  Societies 
and  Sabbath-schools  were  read  and  approved. 

The  ministers  of  the  Presbytery  were  requested,  on  motion 
by  Rev.  C.  A.  Campbell,  to  bring  the  Crabtree  Orphanage 
prominently  before  the  churdies  and  Sabbath-schools,  and 
that  at  least  once  ye&rly  collection  be  taken  in  each  for  sup- 
port of  the  work. 

A  resolution  of  thanks  was  voted  the  Waynesville  Church 
for  their  hospitable  entertainment  of  Presb^^ery  and  the  Sab- 
bath-school institute,  said  resolution  to  be  offered  for  publica- 
tion in  the  local  p&pev  and  read  to  tlie  Wa^Tiesville  Church. 

Minutes  were  .cad  and  approved. 

Presbytery  adjourned,  with  prayer,  to  nu^et  in  Canton,  Sep 
tember  11th,  7:  30  v.  u.
